Ball, large’ numbers of workmen, 
under the supervision of Mr. 
Qeorge Dunosn and Mr. J. Simp 
son and others, have been busy at 
the City Hall for soma days past, 
transforming the usuat rather 
drab interiorinto s setting worthy 
ef the occasion. The scheme 
ia effective and the alterations 
ingeniovs and clever. Mr. .Dun- 
cap, who is in charge of the 
decorations as a whole, is to be 
congratulated on the success of 
his efforts. ; 

As the guests arrive to-night, 
they will onter throagh the 
portals ofan old, ivy-clad castle. 
On one side is the Isdies’ clonk- 
room ead on the ather the gentle- 
mons. Passing through an 
tavenue of evergreens, they reach 
the Baronial Hall, a new feature 
for which Mr. Simpson is respon- 
sible. This might‘almost be de- 
scribed as the piece de resistance, 
the «whole thing being very 
claverly carried ont. The old- 
fashioned panelling, the hanging 
lamps, the stags’ heads, the 
antlers, the Scottish prints, the 
big fireplace, in which burns a 
most: reslistic fire and sbove 
which is a picture of the Duke of 
ordon, afl combine to give an 
impzeasion of a Scottish Chief- 
tain’s home. 

On either side of the Baronial 
ail are the card-rooms, and an 
the right is the “Auchtermuchty.” 
These are artistically decorated 
with flags, bunting and patms. 

The genera: schome of the dec- 
orafions is blue and white, tbe 
Scottish colours. Proceeding up 
the big stairway, which is car- 
peteke in blue and white and 
berdered by palms, the guests 
are confronted by the shields 
of .the Gordons-“(the clan to 
lwhich Chief St-phen- belongs). 
Looking into the mirror, they 
catch sight of a portrait of 
the “Immortal Bard,” Burns. 
Absve tbe mirror is a thistle, 
designed in coloured electric 
Hgbts, and the setting is com- 
pleted by two Scottish Royal 
Standards “and two National 
flags.
